PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 
Oakland, July ’28th.—Public sentiment, 
so tar as expressed, is decidsdly on the side 
of Lefevre. Still there is great sympathy 
felt for Schroder, whose rash act is attribut­ 
able to excessive excitemeut caused by the 
terrible disclosure of his wife of her dishonor. 
Laboring under intense mental excitement, 
he did not stop to cooly weigh matters, but 
hastened to execute vengeance. 
His act is 
not’justified, butis looked upon leniently and 
as nut unreasonable.

PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION. 
Oakland, July 28th.—At 10 o’clock this 
morning the case of E. P. Schroder, charged 
with the murder of Or. Lefevre, was called 
in the Oakland Police Court, Judge Yule 
presiding, for preliminary examination. The 
prisoner entered the Court-room accompanied 
by his attorneys, 'V. W. Foote, A. A. 
Cohen and Carroll Cook. Kev. l)r. Steb- 
bins, 
the father-in-law of 
the accused, 
entered and sat with the c >unsel. The people 
were represented by District Attorney E. Al. 
Gibson and Assistant District Attorney S. 
P. Hall. The Court room was crowded to the 
doors with interested spectators and auditors 
of the scene. 
The prisoner sat next to Dr. 
Stebbins, wearing 
that 
calm and sadly 
thoughtful demeanor he has maintained since 
the tragedy. 


TESTIMONY OF MRS. KEENET. 
Mrs. Leontine Keeney, the lady who occu­ 
pied the dental chair at the time of the 
shooting, was called. She testiGed that she 
lived in San Francisco, but was in Oakland 
at Dr. Lefevre’s office on Monday. 
She was 
there when the shooting took place. Dr. 
L-fevre left the room, and but a moment 
«lapsed before she was startled by the report 
of a pistol. She jumped from the chair and 
turned in time to see the Doctor come into 
the room and then fall to the floor. A man 
followed him in and fired a second shot. She 
heard no conversation in the adjoining room 
when the Doctor wae in there. Ño one called 
Dr. Lefevre out of the operating room. The 
witness supposed that he bad gone into the 
adjoining room to procure an instrument to 
place gold in a filling. The Doctor had been 
in the adjoining roam scarcely a moment be­ 
fore witness heard the shot. 
She heard no 
conversation whatever 
in 
the 
adjoining 
room. The door between the two was closed, 
but she thought not tightly. The man who 
fired the shot was about ten feet away from 
the Doctor when the second shot was fired. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
The examination was concluded and the 
cross-.xamiuation began. 
When the Doctor 
went out the mother of witness, Mrs. Spott-, 
and Miss Agnew remained in the room. She 
did not hear the door close as the Doctor 
went out, and she supposed, therefore, that 
it was not tightly closed. 
She did not know 
who opened the door when the Doctor re­ 
turned. 
She was not perfectly certain con­ 
cerning the time which elapsed between the 
time that the Doctor left the room and when 
he returned, hut thought it was about a min­ 
ute. 
Hut it might have been three or four. 
She BUpposed that the Doctor had gone out 
for an instrument. 
Hut he had not said bo. 
He said nothing before leaving the room. 
Had there been loud talking in the adjoining 
room witness thought she could have heard 
it. Witness had been to the office often. She 
was spending the summer at Tubbs Hotel. 
Upon beiDg asked if she was friendly with 
Dr. Lefevre, she replied that she kntw him 
as her dentist, that was all. 
FURTHER TESTIMONY— RECESS. 
Mrs. Jane Spotts was called. 
She testified 
that she was a resident of San Frai.cisco, and 
was at Dr. Lefevre’s office on Monday after­ 
noon. 
Her statement of the case was similar 
to that of the two preceding witnesses. She 
heard no conversation in the adjoining room 
when the Doctor was there. She heard no 
one call him into the next room. She did not 
know if the door between the rooms was 
closed before the Doctor went out or not, 
But she heard no sound of any one coming in, 
and, therefore, supposes it must have been 
closed when the IE ctor went out. She heard 
no sound of a dosing door, and imagined 
from that that the door was not tightly 
closed. Ju t before Dr. I/efevre left the 
room he h id chipped a piece of tooth from 
Airs. Keeney’s mouth and was required to 
take out a little gold that had been placed in 
the cavity. She supposed he hail gone to get 
an instrument, but knew nothing about it. 
She thought the D.>ctor had been out of the 
room about a minute when she heard the fiist 
shot. 
Dr. W. E. Brooks testified that the door 
through which the Doctor came in after be­ 
ing sh o t opened fiom the operating-room, so 
that it would have to be pulled open before 
he could enter. 
The Court then took a recess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
In the afternoon officer .T. S. Fields was 
placed on the stand. 
He told the story of 
the arrest as he did at the inquest. 
He said 
that] when Schroder and his wife and child 
arrived at the prison, Schroder toldj his wife

the Navy as being in complete order and 
ready for sea.

V a l i.e j o , July 28th.—A News representa­ 
tive visited the navy yard this morning, for 
the purpose of ascertaining the views of Con­ 
structor Easley and Secretary Thompson 
regarding the navy yard and their future 
plans. 
Secretary Thompson, when asked 
regarding his views of the navy yard, the 
debris question, etc., replied that personal 
observation of Mare Island and its surround­ 
ings bad convinced him that he was in irror 
about » 'at had produced tlie shoaling of any 
of the waters fronting on the navy yard. He 
had been led to believe that the shoaling was 
occasioned by the washings from the mines; 
but since he has been here he had ascertained 
that the shoaling was more from agricultural 
deposits, if any. 
While he is here he should 
spend considerable time in a ^ boat, end ^have 
soundings made, and ascertain the quality of 
the sediment at the bottom of the river, etc. 
If required, he woukl recommend that a line 
of piles be extended as far down as the maga­ 
zine, and if found necessary the removal of 
the coal wharf, which would be the means of 
causing a clear channel. 
He was fully satis­ 
fied that this was a proper place for the es­ 
tablishment of a fiist-class navy yard—a 
thing very desirable on this coast for the 
United States—and that he felt it his 
duty to lend his influenca to that end. 
He 
considered the harbor as being unsurpassed 
in the United States ; that it was thoroughly 
protected from the invasion of an enemy or 
the ravages of a storm. It would be an ut­ 
ter absurdity for anyone to think that the 
yard would be moved from this point, which 
fact might as well be settled now as ever, 
He would go back to Washington and ask for 
a liberal appropriation for the yanl and the 
completion of the Mohican, as well as other 
works. He would also recommend addi­ 
tional improvements about the yard. 
His 
visit will be loDg enough to obtain a fall 
knowledge of every little detail. The matter of 
the stone dock was not touched upon during 
theconversation. Constructor Easley express­ 
ed himself as highly pleased with the general 
appearance of the navy yard, and at the 
manner in which work was performed. It is 
his intontion to have the Monongahela and 
Tuscarora placed in complete repair as soon 
as possible. He will recommend the com­ 
pletion of the iron-plating shop. 
A careful 
inspection was made of the new Monadnock, 
and all of the ships in “ Rotton Row.” The 
Constructor expressed himself as agreeably 
disappointed in the appearance of the harbor, 
and pronounces it one of the finest in the 
country.

THE MAINE FUSION. 


W hatever effects the fusion between the 
Democrats and Greenbackers in Maine may 
have upon the politics of that State, it must 
certainly operate as a warning and example 
, to the rest of the country.

the pretenses of the National Democracy 
on behalf of an honest currency. 
In 
Maine, as everywhere, the Democrats are 
ready to fling their avowed convictions to 
the wind for the sake of office.

casions repudiated without the least hesi­ 
tation,

they parade 
their Bhame 
with brazen hardihood. 
I t does not seem 
credible that even in Maine so barefaced 
and impudent a step can prove remunera­ 
tive. 
It is true that last year the com­ 
bined Democratic and Greenback votes 
were 69,2.38 against a Republican vote of 
G8,766, which gives the iusionists a small 
majority. 
But it must be realized that 
last year many Republicans were led away 
by the Greenback theories, there being no 
vital national i3sue in controversy, and 
that then the attem pt of the Democrats to 
steal the State had not been perpetrated.

_ C h icag o , July 2Sth.—The Journars Wash­ 
ington special says : Surprising census returns 
from the Southern States, showing large 
gains, are giving rise to strong suspicions of 
Iraud. In nearly every Southern city an av­ 
erage increase of from 30 to 40 per cent, is 
repi rted in ten years, while it is generally 
known that with the exception of Borne towns 
in Virginia, Florida, Georgia, Arkansas and 
Texas, there has been no increase in 'the 
South by immigration, neither from the 
North nor from foreign countries, and it is 
also known that the natural increase of the 
population has been discounted by deaths and 
removals. How comes it, then, that the 
census returns from the South show a rate of 
increase almost equal to that of the North, 
which has been receiving large accessions by 
immigration from Europe and from the South 
itself ? These questions will probably be 
asked at the next session of Congress, and 
there will be a fine chance for a searching in­ 
vestigation into the subject by a congressional 
committee. I t is more than suspected that a

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Serious R everse to B ritish T roops. 
L o n d o n , July 28th.—A telegram from the 
Governor of Bombay says that Major-Gen­ 
eral Primrose telegraphs to-day from Canda- 
har as follows : “ General Burrow's force is 
annihilated. We are going into the citadel.” 
The Marquis of Harrington, in announcing 
the news in the House of Commons, added : 
“ General Phayre has been instructed to col­ 
lect what force he can and maroh to Canda- 
har. 
I have telegraphed to Simla to send 
another brigade if necessary.” 
L o n d o n , July 28th.—General Burrows 
brigade was detached from the Candahar gar­ 
rison to co-operate with Shere A ll The Brit­ 
ish appointed the W ali of Candahar against 
Ayoob Khan, the aspirant to the Ameership, 
and when Shere Ali ordered his forces to re­ 
tire towards Girishk his infantry deserted in 
a body, but were pursued by General Bur­ 
rows, who recovered the guns and wagons 
they had carried off. 
Weakened by the de­ 
sertion of Shere A lls infantry, General Bur­ 
rows effected a retrograde movement to 
Kuskko Nakied, 13 miles, near Candahar.

Helmond river, above Girishk, 
and

at 
Hyderabad, 
and 
that 
4,000 Ghazis had joined him, while parties of 
cavalry were foraging near the British camp. 
It would Beem that the Indian Government 
felt some misgiving with regard to General 
Burrow’s position, for a fortnight ago a re­ 
serve division in Scinde was placed under 
orders for active service. 
The division com­ 
prised a battery of artillery, one battalion of 
British and two regiments of native infantry, 
and one regiment of native cavalry. 
By 
moving this force quickly to the front the 
Fuettah and Pishen contingents can be re­ 
lieved for active duty under General Phayre. 
Ayoob Khan's forces will doubtless make a 
rush at Candahar, but as the recent crop re­ 
ports are very satisfactory, the garrison wil 
probably be well 
provisioned. 
Cuamanl 
where General I’hayre’s forces will concen­ 
trate, is about half-way between Fuettah and 
Candahar, and ninety miles from the latter 
place. The Governor of Bombay, in a tele­ 
gram, says : “ We can send another brigade 
if necessary.” 


L o n d o n , July 28th.—Following is Ren­ 
ter’s dispatch announcing the defeat of the 
British : 
Simla, July 28th.—General Burrows has Loen 
severely defeated by Ayoob Khan, sustaining gr.at 
loss. His forcee were dispersed and compelled to 
flee, b ing pursued three miles. 
They are now 
straggling back to Candahar in driblets. 
Two guns 
were lost. 
It is believed at the W ar Office that Gen­ 
eral Burrows’ forces consisted of E Battery of 
B Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, the Third 
Regiment of Scinde Horse, the Poona Horse, 
a detachment of the Sixtieth Foot—fourteen 
officers and 470 men—the First Bombay Na­ 
tive Infantry and the Nineteenth Bombay 
Native Infantry, making a total of about. 
2,700 men. 
L ondon, 
July 28th.—The Marquis of 
Hartington stated in the House of Commons 
later that the Government had received fur­ 
ther advices. 
General Burrows’ brigade 
numbered between 2.000 and 3,000 men. The 
army under Ayoob Khan v.-as stronger than 
expected, consisting of 12,000 men and 36 
guns, well served. 
Strong reinforcements 
had been ordered to the front, and it would 
perhaps be necessary to send troops from 
England. Lord Hartington confirmed the re­ 
port that part of Gen. Burrows’ force consisted 
of a battery of British artillery and a battal­ 
ion of the Sixty-sixth British Infantry. He 
said he did not know what force General 
Primrose had at Candahar independently of 
General Burrows' brigade, probably not over 
2,000 strong; but when General Burrows’ 
brigade was detached 
some

If 
this reinforcement 
was effected General Primrose’s force would 
perhaps exceed 2,000. 
Lord Hartington 
further stated that lie had received a dispatch 
from the Viceroy of India, saying that 
General Burrow had been seriously defeated. 
Primrose has vacated his cantonments and 
Candahar, and retired to the citadel. 
Re­ 
inforcements are already on the way, and will 
be pushed forward as rapidly as possible. 
Additional forces will be sent from India. It 
may be necessary to anticipate the usual sea­ 
son’s reliefs from England. 
Another dispatch had also arrived from the 
Governor of Bombay, who says : We can fur­ 
nish for an emergency three batteries, one 
regiment of British cavalry, half a regiment 
of native cavalry, and two regiments of B rit­ 
ish and six regiments of native infantry, be­ 
sides a batter}-. 
General Phayre telegraphs that the frag­ 
ments of Burrows’ force are arriving at Cau- 
dahar. No detail.-. Phayre had been convers­ 
ing by telegraph with Primrose, but the wires 
were now cut. Phayre and Sandoman pro­ 
pose to abandon the Nari line and concentrate 
on the Bolan Pass route, u -fleas strong rein­ 
forcements are immediately available.

The Prince then followed his horse until, 
being closely pressed by his pursuers, he 
tuimed upon them, in the words of the Zulus, 
“ like a lion at bay.” Being Btruck by an 
assegai in the side, he rushed at the neareot 
opp ment, who fled. Another Zulu then fired 
at the Prince when only ten yards from liiin. 
The Priuce fired off his pistols and faced his 
rapidly-increasing foes, until, menaced from 
his right and rear, and struck by another 
assegai. He regained the level on which he 
first stood in the Donga, where he was 
speedily surrounded. 
He seized the assegai 
which had been thrown at him. 
In strug­ 
gling with his terrified horse, his sword hail 
fallen from its scabbard, and he thus defend» 
himself against seven or eight Zulus, whc\ 
state that they dia not dare to close in on \ 
him until lie sunk exhau-ted on bis hips.

BECKLEY’S EXAMINATION. 


He Is Held for M anslaughter and Admitted 
to $5,000 B a a 
Sunday afternoon last, in relation to the 
case of the Beople vs. Benson D. Beckley, 
for the shooting of Dr. H. A. Summers, a 
Constable from Isletou cam e up, armed with 
a warrant, issued by Justice George A. 
Knott, of Isleton, for the aTrest of Beckley, 
who was then confined in the County Jail in 
charge of the Sheriff. 
A complaint had 
previously been tiled in the Court of Justice 
Rogers, at Walnut Grove, aud the defendant 
was now held by the Sheriff upon the warrant 
issued therefrom. The District Attorney and 
defendant’s counsel had entered into an 
agreement previous to the arrival of the Isle­ 
ton Constable for the examination of the case 
before Justice Rogers, commencing at 10 
o’clock on Monday, and subpeuas had been 
issued to witnesses accordingly. 
Justice 
Knotts, on the other hand, had arranged for 
the examination at Isleton to begin on 
Tuesday, and the same witnesses had all 
been legally notified tobe and appear before 
him at that time and place, in which to fail 
not under pain and penalty of the law. 
the 
Constable, upon arriving here Sunday even­ 
ing and making his business knowu to the 
Sheriff, so-.iu after returned to Isleton with 
his warrant, but not the prisoner.

The testi­ 
mony was also given that on the 5th of July 
the defendant was in the saloon having a re­ 
volver in his pocket, in reference to which he 
was cautioned as he might injure some one 
with it, wheu he remarked that there was no 
danger of any one being hurt by it, as he had 
no enmity against anyone except Dr. Sum­ 
mers, ami then went on and related, in part, 
the cause of the difficulty between them, 
which grew out of alleged improper advances 
which Summers had made to his wife. 


THE DEFENSE. 
U pon opening the case upon the part of the 
defense the defendant proved by a large num­ 
ber of prominent citizens of the place and 
vicinity his good character for peace and 
quietness, since 1852, including his childhood 
days. By others it was proved that Summers 
was of a very overbearing and quarrelsome 
disposition, and 
that he had 
the habit 
of carrying a pistol and of 
being a 
man who would take any advantage, fair or 
unfair, in a fight; that he had been at times 
very abusive from slight provocation. 
An 
effort was made to prove that at Isleton he 
had seduced the wife of one Robinson and 
driven Robinson away from home at the 
point of a pistol; that he then for a time 
lived unmarried with Robinson’s wife, and 
having afterwards procured for her a divorce, 
married her; that the trouble between Rob­ 
inson and Summers was investigate! in the 
Justice’s Court at isleton. 
The admission of 
this testimony was objected to by the prose­ 
cution and excluded. 


MRS. BECKLEY, 
The wife of defendant, was placed upon the 
stand and made a lengthy statement, con­ 
cerning the conduct of the deceased towards 
her. She stated that while acting in the 
capacity of a family physician, he from the 
first visit commenced making improper and 
insulting advances, and covertly expressed 
proposals for criminal intimacy, and iu every 
instance she indignantly 
repelled 
them. 
She only made the matter known to her 
mother and an intimate lady acquaintance 
at the 
time, 
aud 
they 
advised 
her 
to 
keep 
it 
from 
her 
husband, 
fear­ 
ing 
there 
might 
be 
trouble resulting 
from his 
knowledge of 
it. 
She 
also 
proposed to her husband to discontinue the 
Doctor's treatment of her, which Beckley re­ 
garded as a woman’s whim, indicating a lack 
of confidence. 
Subsequently, suspici ning 
that the Doctor was giving her medicine for 
an evil purpose, she asked Her hu-band if he 
thought the D /ctor would do such a thing. 
This aroused Mr. Beckley’s suspicion as to 
the cause of her antipathy against the Doc­ 
tor, and he asked his wife if she was conceal­ 
ing anythiug from him, and, after exacting 
from him a promise that he would take no 
violent measures against. Summers, she told 
him all about the advances and the proposals 
that had been made to her. 
This was about 
three weeks ago. 
Her testimony was cor­ 
roborated by the lady friend to whom she had 
related it previous to her husband’s knowledge 
of the affair. 


becklet’s 
testim ony. 
Mr. Beckley testified to having received 
the knowledge from his wife of the Doctor’s 
conduct os above stated. 
He said that np >u 
hearing this he promised his wife he would 
not speak to him, and avuid him. That soon 
Summers apparently noticed that there w as 
an unusual reserve about his action. 
Du the 
day- of the homicide Summers came to Beck- 
ley’s on a matter of business connected with 
the stage line, and after the business was 
transacted the Doctor said : “ I want to talk 
with you.” Defendant replied, “ I don't wish 
to talk to you.” to which the Doctor said in a 
bantering spirit and manner, “ Are you afraid 
to talk to me ?” Defendant said he answered 
that he was not afraid to talk to any man. 
Whereupon a similar question and answer 
was rejieated between them in an unpleasant 
manner several times, after which they 
walked down street together as far as the 
meat market, when defendant went in aud 
purchased some meat as an excuse, so the 
Doctor would go 
on and 
leave 
him. 
[Defendant was accompanied by two of his 
stepmna at the time.] The Doctor, however, 
did not go, but stopped and again insisted 
upon having a talk with defendant, aud in­ 
vited him to the saloon to take a drink with 
him, which they did. Then at the request of 
the doctor they walked over to the wharf 
together, across the street. Here they took 
a position side by tide, leaning with their 
elbows upon some bales of bay which were 
standing on end. 
The bales of hay were be­ 
tween them and the hotel, their backs being 
towards the river. The Doctor here again 
demanded of him to know what was the 
trouble, and upon defendant declining Pi an­ 
swer the I).«¡tor said, “ Spit it out,” aud de­ 
fendant finally told him

To him. The Doctor then said, “ If she said 
that, she i» a G

h I ” To this defendant said he im j 
pulsively demanded him to take it hack, or 
he was a gone man. The Doctor replied that j 
lie would take nothing bsck. and thereufion 
dropfied bis right hand to his pocket as it to 
draw a weapon. Defendant then immediately 
pulled his pistol and fired. 
This statement was corroborated by two of 
defendant's step-sons, who are small boys, and 
were upon the wharf at the time in a fmsition 
P> see the bodies of the two men. 
It was also 
corroborated by one of the principal witnesses 
for the prosecution, except that this witness 
testified that the Doctor put down his left 
hand imtead of the right, and could not see 
from his position where the hand went P>. 
The defendant also testified that he had been 
informed that Summers was a desperate, bad 
mau. 
During the examination of the case a large 
number of ladies from the place and vicinity 
attended the sessions of the Court, manifest­ 
ing much interest in the case and aynqiathy 
for the prisoner. 
Upon conclusion of the 
testimony the case was argued at length, 
after which the defendant was held to answer 
to the crime of manslaughter, and bail was 
fixed at the sum of $5,000. 
Beckley imme­ 
diately gave bonds, with 1\ K. Beckley, J. 
W. Sharp and L D. Radgesky as sureties, 
and was discharged from custody. T he Sac 
ramento party which went down to the exam­ 
ination returned yesterday. 


A LIVELY MEETING. 


Greenback-labor Clnb Organized and What 
was Done Last Night. 


A meeting was held at the Hussars’ Hall 
last evening to organize a Greenback-Labor 
Club. There was an attendance of about 
thirty. Mr. Hodson called the meeting to 
order, and F. Woodward was chosen Chair­ 
man, with E. Lund as Secretary. On motion 
of J. Mahoney a club-roll was opened, vrith a 
pledge at its head to vote for Weaver and 
Chambers. Eight persons signed the roll, 
when a discussion arose as to the pledge, it 
being held by some to be unnecessary, and by 
others that the Club could exist on no other 
basis. The debate was rather excited, and led 
Mr. Le Blanc and J. D. Moyuahan to make 
loud speeches, in which the latter admitted 
that Weaver and Chambers cannot be elected, 
but the party is stronger than when it cast 
votes for Peter Cooper, and it must continue 
to vote for its men until the party is strong 
enough to win. 
The Secretary thought there would be less 
timidity about signing the pledge and club- 
roll if the Green back-Bibor platform was 
read, which the Chair directed him to do, 
and he read at length. 
On motion of Mr. Lund, the platform as 
read was adopted as the platform of the club. 
Mr. Hodson addressed the club, aud said 
the party had taken up the cause of 1776, 
which had not been finished, and when a pure 
republic was not established. 
He declared 
that LDglish bondholders rule the country 
and hold the people as slaves as it does the 
Irish. 
He alleged that laborers are robbed 
of forty per cent, of their earnings by the 
present financial system, and entered into an 
argument to show it, the central idea being 
that the intrinsic value of money should be 
blotted out and the stamp of the Government 
alone made to give value to money.J 
J. D. Jost spoke, urging those present to 
come up and sign the roll, and gave a finan­ 
cial statement of the expenses already in­ 
curred, showing the party in Sacramento to 
be in debt, and that he had advanced money 
from his wages to meet the debt. A t this 
time seventeen persons had signed the roll, 
and a motion was made, and prevailed, to 
appoint a committee on Order of Business, 
Resolutions and Organization. 
It was named 
as follows: J. D. Yost, J. D. Moyuahan, 
E. A. LeBlanc, W. S. Smith and John 
Mahaney. 
Mr. Mahaney said there seemed to be a 
fear about signing the roll. 
There were re­ 
porters present, and that might deter some, 
and he moved the appointment of a Com- 
mitttee of One from each ward to circulate 
the Club roll. 
I t prevailed, and the le were 
appointed: 
First Ward, W. S. Sm ith; 
Second W ard, A. A. V anine; Third Ward, 
J. D. Moynahan; Fourth Ward, J. D. Jost. 
The Chair Baid that at Brighton there was 
a Grangers’ Club, and every member was a 
Greenbaoker. 
He called on Mr. Morton, of 
Brighton, who spoke and said there was a 
disposition of the people about Brighton to 
break from the two old parties, as they con­ 
sidered 
there 
could 
be nothing worse 
than 
the 
success 
of 
either, 
and 
neither 
one 
had 
an 
attraction 
for 
the worker or producer. The Republican 
party he declared the aristocratic party and 
swayed by the money power, and there is 
enough of the same in the Democratic party 
to prevent it doing anything on the financial 
question. 
He had left the Democratic party 
because he saw no principle remaining in it. 
He hoped the Greenbackers would unite, and 
if only ten iu number that they would stand 
up for theii principles. 
There would be a 
Greenback club formed soon in the upper 
part of Brighton, and probably soon after in 
the lower part. 
J. D. -lost was appointed temporary Treas­ 
urer, and he proceeded to take upa collection. 
Mr. Meagher asked if the organization was 
distinct from the Workingmen’s party. 
The Chair replied iu the affirmative. 
Mr. Jost said the W. P. («. had bad no op­ 
portunity to take pait in a national cam­ 
paign. and therefore he had concluded with 
othersjto go in and aid the Greenback-Labor 
party, but he was still a member of the W. 
P. O., a meeting of which is to be held to see 
if it will go in with this new national organ­ 
ization. If not, he should resign from it, and 
he didn’t want any “ go-as-you-please ” on 
Presidential questions and an orgauization as 
to local matters only. 
J. D. Moynahan saiJ a meeting had been 
held by the W. P. C., and it was agreed that 
men should go where they pleased, but he 
held that the present meeting was the real 
Workingmen’s Labor Greenback party. 
Mr. Meagher was in sympathy with the 
party, but I13 had not signed the roll, as he 
saw_ by the vote, and the proceedings in 
Maine, where only there is an organization, 
that the party has no show to win now. The 
Democratic party, he found, had the prin­ 
ciples of the Greenback party in its platform. 
I 11 Maine the Greenbackers anti Democrats 
had united to fight the common enemy, and 
he liked the idea. 
He charged that Maybeli. 
a poor man in debt, is not working now, and 
yet can go to Chicago and back, and travel 
around and speak for the Greenback party ; 
and yet he has no money, and he thought 
there was something back of all of it. He 
favored union with the Dsmocracy. 
A member objected that the s|ieaker was 
out of order, as opposed to the meeting. 
Mr. Moynahan, in a hot speech, declared 
such talk “ taffy,” and hoped the party 
would stand up alone. 
E. Lund asked when the Democrats had 
ever kept a promise. 
It got parties to con­ 
solidate with it and then deceived them. 
He 
would not go with the Democrats for free 
trade, free ships and China goods to c .mpete 
with. If the Democrats are Greenbackers, 
let them come over to this party and sign its 
roll. 
Mr. Hodson didn’t want any Democratic 
lollipops to suck and then be thrown over, as 
the Democracy always did. 
Eighteen names now appeared on the roll, 
and the Chair said as great movements had 
had smaller beginnings. 
The meeting then adjourned, eubject to 
call of the Committee on Orgauization.
